=20>D3 Efore We ſhall give you Our Anſwer to your Petition and Pro- 
J* poſitions, We (hall tell you, that We are now clearly fatisfied, 

RS why the Method, which We traccd our to you by Our Meſlage 
| 2 of the 20" of January , and have ſince ſooften preſſ:d upon you, 
DEER 25 the proper way to compoſe the diſtraftions of this Kingdom, 
and render it truly bapp;”, hathbecn hitherto declined, and is at length thought 
fit robe looked upon ; We now ſee plainly ( and deſire that you, and all other 
Our good Subjz&s ſhould do ſoroo ) that the Cavaliſts of this buſineſle have 
with great Prudence reſerved themſc:lves , untill due preparations ſhould be 
made for their Defigne, 

If they had unſealorably vented ſuch Propofitions, as the Wiſdom and Mo- 
de{tie of your Predeceffours never thought fic; to offer to any of Our Proge- 
nicotrs, ner We in honour or regard ro Our:Regall authority ( which God 
hathentruſted Ls with for the good of Oar People) cond receive without juſt 
indignation (and fuch m:my of your preſentP:ypoſttions are) their hopes wonld 
foon have been blaſted, and thoſe Perfons, roxyhom Ottic*s, Honours, Power 
and Commands were defigned , by ſuch ill rithing of their bufinefle , would 
have failed of th:ir expeRtaticn, not without a Brand upon the attempt. 
Therefore, before any of this nature ſhould appear, they have (certainly with 
grert wiſdom inthe Condudt of it) thonghe ht to remove a troubleſome Rub 
in their way, The Law ; Tothis end, ( that they might undermine the very 
foundations of it ) a nzw Power hath been afſumed to interpret and declare 
Laws without Us by ext:mporary Votes , without any Caſe judicially before 
either Honſe (which is in effe& the fame thing as to make Laws w:thout Ls } 
Ordzrs and Ordinances made onely by bath Hou'es (tending to a pure arbitrary 
power ) were prefſcd upon the people as Laws , and their obedienc2 required 
to them. 

Their next ſtep was, Toeret anupſtart Authority without Us,(in whom, 
and onely in whom the Laivs of this Realm have placed that Power) To com- 
mand the Ail/irre (very conſiderable to this their Deſigne ; ) Infurtker order 
toic they have wreſted from Us Our Magazine and Town of Hal, anJ beltrid 
Sir John Hotham in his bold-faced Treaſon ; They have prepared and direfted 
to the People unprefidented Inveives againſt Our Government , there- 
by (as much as kay m their power ) to weaken Our juſt Anthority and due 
eft:em among them ; They have as injuriouſly as preſumptuouſly ( though We 
conceive by this time Impudence it ſekf is aſhamed of it ) attempted to caſt up- 


on Ls afp:rſions ofan unheard of nature, as if We had favored a Rebellion #n 
A2 Our 


Our own bowels ; They have likewiſe broached new DoArine , That we ave 
obliged to paſſe all Laws that ſhall be offered to V, 5 by both Houſes(howſoever Onr 
own Judgement and Conſcience ſhall be anſatisfied with them) a Point of Po- 
licie, as proper for their preſent buſineſſe, as deſtrutive to all Our Rights of 
Parliament ; And ſo with ſtrange ſhameleſneſſe will forget a Clauſe in a 1aw 
ſtill in force, made in the ſecond yeer of King H, 5. wherein both Houſes of 
Parliament do acknowledge, That it 14 of the Kings Regality to grant ov deny 
ſuch of their Petitions as pleaſeth Himſelf ; They have interpreted Our neceſſary 
Guard, legally afſembled for the defence of Us and Our Childrens Perſons a- 
gainſt a Traitour in open Rebellion againſt Us, to be with intent to /eavie War 
againſt Our P arliament, (che thought whereof Our very ſoul abhorreth)there- 
by to render Ls odious to Our people, 

They have ſo awed Our good SubjeQts with Purſivants, long chargeable 
Attendance, Heavie Cenſures and illegall Impciſonments , that tew of them 
duſt otfer to preſent their tendernefle of Our tufferings, their own juſt Grie- 
vances, and their ſenſe of thoſe violations of the Law, (the Birthrighr of eve- 
ry Subje of this Kingdom ) tt. ough in an humble Petition dire&ed to both 
Houtcs ; and 1fany d:d, it was ſtifled in the Birth, called Sedirion, andburnt by 
the common Hangman, 

Tho have reſtrainedthe Attendance of Our ordinary and neceſſary Houſ- 
bold-1crvants, and ſeized upon thoſe finall fums of Money which Our Credit 
had provided to buy U3 Bread, With Injunftions, That none ſhall be ſiffered to 
be conveyed orreturned to Ls to York, orany of Our Peers or Servants with 
Us, ſo that ( in eft;) they have blocked Ls up in that County. 

They have filled the ears of the People wirh the noiſe of Fears and Jealouties, 
( thovgh taken up upon trult ) tales of Skippers , Salt-Fleets , and ſuch like, 
by which Alarms they might prepare them to receive ſuch impreſsions, as 
mighr beſt advance this Deligne when it ſhould be ripe, And now it feemes 
they think We are ſufticiently prepared for theſe bitter Pills, We are ina hand- 
lo: Poſture to receive theſe ac "e5 Defires,( which probably are intended to 
make way for a Superfetation of a (yet) higher nature, (it We had not made 
this diſcovery to you) for they do not tell us this is all, In chem We muſt ub. 
{:rve thatrheſe Contrivers (the better ro advance their true ends) diſguiſed 
a3 muchas they could their intents witha mixture of ſome things really ro be 
approved by every honeſt man; Others,ſpeciou- and popular, And fome which 
arealready granted by Us, All which are cuaningly ewiſted aud mixcd with 
thoſe other things of their main Deſigne of Ambſtion and private intereſt ; jn 
hope, that at the firſt view, every eye may not fo cl:erly diſcemm them in their 
proper colours. 

We would not be undetſtood , That We intendto fix this Deſigne upon 
both, or cither Houſe of Parliament; We utterly profeſle againlt it, being moſt 
confident of the Loyalty , good afteRions and integrity of the intentions of 
that great Body, and knowing well that very many 'f both Houſes were ab- 
ſent,and many diſſented from all thoſe particulars We complain of:But We do 
beleeve, and accordingly profefleto all the world, that the Malignity of this 
Deſigne ( as dangerous to the Laws of this Kingdom, the Peace of the fame, 
and. the Liberties of all Our good Subjects, as to Our ſelf, and Oar juſt 
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Preropgative)hath proceeded from the Abell Informations , miſchievous Pra- 
Rices, and evill Counſels of ambitious turbulent Spirits , diſaffeted ro Gods 
true-Religion,and the Vnity of the Profeſſors thereof, Our Honour and Safery, 
and the publike Peace and proſperity of Our people,not withour a ſtrong influ- 
ence upon the very aRions of both Houſes, But how faulty ſoever others are, 
We ſhall (with Gods aſſiſtance) endeavour to diſcharge Our duty with u 
rightneſſe of h:a1t ; And therefore ſince theſe Propoktions come to Vs in the 
n:ime of both Houſes of Parliament, We ſhall take amore patricular notice of 
every of them. 

If the 1.2-3.4.5.9.19.15.16.19, Demands had bin writ & printed in a tongue 
unknown to Vs and Our people, it might have been poſhible We & they might 
have chat i:ably beleeved the Propoſitions to be ſuch as might have bin 11Order 
to the ends pretenJed in the Petition(to wi! )the eſtabliſhing of Onr Honour and 

ſaſety,the welfare & ſecurity of Onr Subjets > Dominions,c5 the removing thoſe 
lealonſies &Differences,whic 1 are ſaid to have nnhappily fallen betwixt I's c-Our 
people, and procuring bothVs and them a conftant conrſe of Hononr, Peace && hap- 
pineſſe, Bur being read and underſtood by all, We cannot but affure Our Self 
that this Profeſſion, joyned to theſe Propofitions,will rather appear a Mockery 
and a Scorne ; The Demand; being ſuch, as We were unworthy of the truſt re- 
poſed in Vs by the Law,and of Our deſcent from many fo great and famoas An- 
ceſters, if We could be brought toabandon that power which onely can inable 
Ls to perform what We are fwornto, in proteAing Our p?ople and the Laws, 
and fo aſſume others into it,as to develt Our (eIfof it; Although not onely Our 
preſent Condition ( which it can hardly be ) were more neceſſituus then ir is, 
and We were both vanquiſhr,and a Priſoner,and in a worſe condition then ever 
the moſt unfortunate of Our Predeceſlours have been redaced to, by the molt 
criminal of their Sabje&ts ; And rhough the Bait laid to draw Vs to it, and to 
Keep Our Subjets from indignation at the mention of ir,the promiſes of 4 
plentifall mm unparaleld Revenue, were reduced from generals(which ſignitic 
nothing Yeo cleer and certain particulars, ſince ſuch a Bargain wonld have but 
tO great a reſeinblance of that of X/aws, if We ſhould pare with ſuch Flowers 
of Our Crown,18 are worth all the reſt of the Garland, and have been tranſ{mir- 
ted to Vs trom fo many Anceſtours,and have been found ſo uſefull and neceflary 
lor the welfare and Security of On SubjeAts,for any pretent neceſſity , or for 
anviow and ſordid Conſiderations of Wealth and giin. And therefore all 
men knowing that thoſe Accommodationsare moſt caſily made, and moſt ex- 
aUy obſerved,that are grounded upon reaſonable and equall Conditions, We 
have great Caufe to beleeve, that the Contrivers of theſe had no intention of* 
ſ«tling any firm Accommodation, .but to increaſe thoſe Iealouſtes , and wid:n 
that diviſion , which ( notby Onr fault ) is now unhappily fallen between Vs 
and both Houſes. 

It is asked, That all the Lords and others of Onr Privy Connell, and ſuch 
(We know now what you mean by ſach,burt We have caule to think you mean ' 
all ) great Officers and Miniſters of State, ether at home or beyond the Seas (For 
are is taken to leave out no Perſon or place, that O.ir diſhonour may be are ' 
not to be bounded within this Kingdom, though no ſubtile Inſinuations art ſuch ' 
adiſtance can probably be belceved to have bin the cauſe of Our diftraRtions ant 
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ments, ninlefſe they be approved by both Honſes of Pariiament, how faithfull ſo- 
pe We —_—_— them to —_ the Publice,and how far ſocver they have 
beca from offending againſt aty law, the only rule they had or any others ought 
to have to walk by. We therefore to this part of this Demand return you this 
Anſwer , That We are willing to grant that they ſhall take a larger Oath then 
you yoar ſelves deſire in your 11* Demand,fer maintaining not of any fart,but 
of the whole Law; And we have and do afſure you, That We will be carefull'ro 
make eleQion of ſuch perſons in thoſe places of truſt, as ſhall have given good 
teſtimonies of their abilitizgand integrities, and again(t whom there can be ny 
juſt cauſe of exception, whereon reaſonably to ground a diftdence; That if We 
ve or ſhall be miſtaken in Our ele&tion, We have and do afſure you, that 
there is no mano acar to Us in place or aff:Rion, whom we will not l.ave to 
the Juſtice of the Law, if you (hall bring a particular charge and lvfficient proofs 
againſt him ; And that We have given you (the beſt pledge of the effets of 
{ach a promiſe on Our part,& the beſt ſecurity for the performance of their dy- 
ticon theirs) 4Triewnial Parliament , the apprehenſion of whoſe Jultice will 
in all probabilitic make them warie haw they provoke it, and Us wariz how 
We chuſe fuch , as by the diſcoverie of their faults may in any degree ſeem to 
diſcredit Our cle&ion, But that without any ſhadow of a fault obzeted, one- 
ly perhaps becauſe they follow their conſcience, and preſerve the cſtabliſhed 
Laws, and agree not in ſuch Votes, oraſſ:nt not to ſuch Bils, as ſome perſons, 
who have now too great an Influence ev-nupon both Houles,judge or ſeem to 
judge to be for the publike good , and as are agreeable toithar new Yrepia of 
Religion and Government into which they endeavour to tr:nzform this King- 
dom ; ( for we remember what names, and for wh-t Reaſons, you lefr out in 
the Bill offered Ls concerning the Xs/irie , which you had your ſ:lves recom- 
mended in the Ordinance )We wil nzver conſent to the diſplacing ofany,whom 
for thcir former merits from, and aff:Rion to Us and the publike, We have in- 
truſted, fince We conceive, That ro do ſo,would take away both from the affe- 
Aion of Our ſcrvants,the care of Our ſervice, & the Honour of Our juſtice And 
Wethe more wonder , That it fhouldbe askt by you of Us,fince it appears by 
the 12" Demand , That your {: Ives count it reaſo-able , after the pref.nt turn 
is ſerved, that the Tudg-s and Officers who are then placed may hold their places, 
gnam di ſe bene geſſerint. And Weare reſolved to Le as carefull of thoſe We 
have choſen,as you are of thoſe you would chuſ ,and to remove none, tillthey 
appear to Ls to have otherwiſe behaved themſelves, or thall be evicted Sy 
legall proce:dings to have done ſo. 

But this D:mand (as unreaſonable as it is) is but one link of a great Chaine, 
and but the firſt round of that Ladder, by which Our Tuſt, Ancient, Regall 
Power is endeavoured to be fetch:d down to the ground. For it appears plain- 
ly, that it is noe with the perſons now choſen, but with Our chooting that you 
are diſpleaſed; For you demand, Ther the per ſons put wnto the places and imploy- 
ments ofthoſe who ſhall be removed ay be approved by both Hoxſer,which is ſo tar 
(as ro ſom? it mayat firlt ſight appear )F-om being 1 Me then the power of nomi- 
ration, that oftwo things (of which We will never grameither ) We would 
lponer be content that you (hou!d nominate and We approve,thenyou approve 
and 
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and We nominate ; The meer nomination being fo far way any thing, 
that if We cauld do no more, We would never take the paines to do that, when 
We nana" eo thoſe, whom = Ley yy þ cefufall, if 
hapned not to m— not onely ro rhe ro 

m—_ or humor of rhe preſent major part f ye. amr or Nr het 
now of the great factions, animoſities and divifions which this power would 
introduce in beth Houſes, berwecn both Houſes, and in the feverall Countries, 
for the choice of perfons to be ſent to that place where that power was,aud be- 
tween the perſuns that were (o choſen. Neither is this ſtrange Potion preſcribed 
to Us onely for once, for the cure of a preſent, preſſing,dcſperate diſeaſe,burfor 
2 dyce to Us and Our Paſterity ; It is demanded,7Zhar 0 wr Conncellars,alt Chief 
Uſficers both of Law & State, Commanders of Forts & caftles,and all P rovs 

tex made(as to voting,without which how little is the reſt? )be approved of (that 
is,choſen )by 1hem from 14me to time; and rather then it ſhould ever be lefttathe 
Crown ( tv whem it onely doth and ſhall belong )of a»y place fall void in the in- 
teymiſſion of Parliament, the major of the approved Conncell i3 to approve 
them, Neither is it onely demanded,that We ſhonld quit the Power and Righe 
Our Predeceſſors have had of appointing Perſons in theſe places, bur for Coun- 
cello:s We are to bereſtrained,as well in the number, as in the perſons, and a 
power muſt be annext to theſe places, which their Predeceffors had not; And 
inde:d if this power w Tr: paſt to them, it were not fit We ſhonld be trufted 
to chooſe thoſe, who were to be truſted as much as We. 

It is d:manded, That ſuch matters as concern the publique, and crop proper for 
the high Court of Parliament ( which is Our great and Supream Councell )aney 
be debated reſolved and tranſatted onely in Parliament,and not clfwheve,and ſuch 
as preſume to do any thing to the contrary, ſhall be reſerved to the Ceſure and 
Indoement of the Parliament, and ſuch other matters of State, as are proper for 
Onur Privy C ouncell, ſhall be debated and concluded by ſuch of Our N obiluy 
(rhough indeedif being made by Us they may not Votre without the Confent 
of both Houtes, We are rather to call them your Nobiluy ) and othorr,as foallbe 
from time to time choſen for that place,hy approbation of both Houſ01 of Þ qr liament; 
and that no publike Att concerning the aff irs of the Kingdom, which ave proper for 
Onr Privie Councell,may be eſteemed of any validity,as proceeding from the Reyall 
Anthority, wunleſſe it te done by the Advice and Conſent of the major part of Qur 
Comncell,atteſted under their hands: Which Demands are of that Nature, that to 
grant them were in effe& gt once to depoſe both Our Self and Our Poſteriie. 

Theſe being paſt, We may be waited on bare-headed ; We may have Our 
hand kiſt ; The Style of Majeſtie continued to Ls; And the Kings Authdritie, 
declared by both Houleg of Parliament , may be ſtill the Style of your Com- 
mands ; We may have Swords and Maces carried before [Is, a Our 
Sf 4with the fight ofa Crown and Seepter, ( and yet eyen theſe Twigs would | 
not long flouriſh, when the Stack upon which they grew were dead but as to | 
trac and-realt Power We ſhould remain bucthe outlide,byt the Pifture,but the 
figae of King. W © were ever willing that Our Parliament ſhould debate, re- 
ſulve,&tranſaRt ſuch matters asare proper for them,as far as they are proper for 
them: And We heartily wiſh, that they would be as carefuil nat co extend their 
Debates and Reſolutions beyond what is proper tothem ghat ao” of 
things - 


things putiſhable ; arid - cauſes determinable by the Ordinary - Judicatures, 
pn om entertained in Parliament, and1ſo cauſe a long, Credable fruit- 
leſle attendance of Our People, and ( by Degrees ) draw to you as well all the 
cauſes, as all the faults of FWeſtminſter-Halil, and divert your proper bulineſle ; 
That the courſe of Law be no wayes diverted, much lefle diſturbed, as was 
actually done by the ſtop of the Proceedings againſt a Riot in Sonrhwark, b 

Order of the Houſe of Commons, ina time fo riotous and tumultuous, as —_—_ 
increaſed the danger of Popular infolencies, by ſuch a countenance to Riots, 
aud diſcountenance of Law ; That you deſcend not to the leafure of recom- 
mending LeRurers to Churches, nor aſcend to the Legiſlative power, by 
commanding ( the Law not having yet commanded it ) that they whom you 
recommend,be received, althoughneither the Parſon nor Biſhop do approve 
of them ; And that the Refuſers ( according to the courſe ſo much formerly 
complained of to have been uſed at the Councell Table ) be not (ent for to at- 
tend to ſhew cauſe ; At leaſt,that ycu would conſider conveniencie, it not Law, 
and recomm«cnd none, but who are well known to you to be Orthodox, Learn- 
ed, and Mcderate, or at leaſt ſuch as have taken Orders, andare not netorious 
depravers of the Book of Common Prayer; A care which appeareth by the Di. 
ſcourſes, Sermons, and perſons of ſome recommended by you, not to have been 
hitherto taken, ard it highly concerns both you in duty, and the Common- 
wealth in the conſequences, that it ſhould have been taken ; That neither one 
eſtate tranſa&t what is proper for two, nor two what 13 proper for three, and 
conſequently, that(contrary to Our declared will )Our Forts may nor be ſeized; 
Our Arms may not be removed ; Our Moneys may not be {topt ; Our legall Di- 
reRions may not be countermanded by you, nor We deſired ro countermand 
them Our Self, nor ſuch entrances made upona reall War againlt [s, upon 
pretence of an imaginary War againſt you, and a Chimera of neceflity, So 
far do you paſſe beyond your limits, whileſt you feem by your Demand to be 
ſtrangely ſtraitned within them. At leaſt We cou'd have witht you would have 
expreſſed what matters you meant as fir ro be tranſatted onely in Parliament, 
and what you meant by oxely 3n Parliament, You have (of late) been perſwaded 
by the new.doQtrines of ſome few,to think that proper for your debates, which 
hath nor uſed to be atall debated within thoſe Wals , but been truſted wholly 
with Our Predecefſors and Us, and totranfat thoſe things which without the 
Regall Authority, ſince there. were Kings of this Kingdom were never tranſ- 
ated ; Ir Coating concerns Us the more that you ſpeak out, and that both 
We and Our People may either know the bottom of your Demands, or know 
them to be bottomleſfle. What concerns more the Publike, and is more ( in- 
deed ) proper for the high Court of Parliament, then the making of Laws ? 
which not onely ought there to be tranſafted, but can be tranſated nowhere 
elſe ; but then you muſt admit Us to be a part of the Pariiament, you muſt 
not (as the ſcnle is of this part of this Demand, if it haveany ) deny the free- 
dom of Our Anſwer, when We have as much rightto reje&t what We think 
unreaſomble, as you have to propoſe what you-thirk convenient or nece{- 
fary ; nor is it poſſible Our Anſwers either to Bils, or any other Propofitions 
ſhould be wholly free, if We may not uſe the Liberty cf every one of you, 
und of cyery Subje,and receive advice ( without their danger who ſhall give 


it ) 
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i ) from any known of wiknown, ſworn or ubfworn, in theſe arrers 
in which the of Our Vore is truſted by the Law to Our own 
and Conſcience , which how beſt to inform, is ( avd ever be 
ft likewiſe to Us ; and moſt unreaſomble it were that two Eſtates, propo- 
ſing ſomething to the Third, that Third ſhould be bound to take no _— 
whether it were fit to paſſe, but from thoſe two that did propoſe it. We 
ever in theſe things which are truſted wholly to Us by the Law, not decline ts 
hearken to the Advice of Our great Councell, and ſhall uſe to hear willingly 
the free debates of Our Privie Councell ( whenſoever We may be ſtffered 
to have them for ſending for, and they ſhall not be terrified from that freedont, 
by Votes ( and drands of Malignants and Enemies to the State, for adviſing 
whatno Law forbids to adviſe ) but We will retain Our Power of admitting 
no more to any Councell then the Nature of the Buſfineſſe requires, and of di- 
ſconrſing with whom We pleaſe, of what We pleaſe, and informing Onr Lin» 
derſtanding by debate with any Perſons, who may be well able to Inform and 
Adviſe Us in ſome particular , though their Qualities, Education of other 
Abilities may not make them fo fitto be of Our fryorn Councell, and not 
ye Our Self up not to hear any more then twenty five ( and thoſe not cho» 
en abſolutely by Us) out of a Kigdom fo repleniſhed with Judicious and Ex» 
perienced Perſons is ſeverall kindes. And though We ( with the pro» 
portionable Conſideration doe to them ) always weigh the Advices 
Our Great and Privie Councell, yet We ſhall alfo look npon their Advices, 
as Advices, not as Commands, or Impofitions ; upon them as Our Councel» 


' lours, not as Our Tators and Guardians, and upon Our Self as their King, 


not as their Pupill, or Ward ; for whatſoever of Regality were by the Modoe 

{tie of Interpretatiot? lefr in Us in the firſt part of the fecond Demand, a» t# 
the Parliament, js taken from Us in the ſecond of the ſame , and 
in this new fangled kinde of Councellours, whoſe power is ſach and ſo ex 
ſed by it, that in all Publike Acts concerning the Afﬀeairs of this 
which are proper for Our Privie Councell ( for whoſe Advice all publike Ats 
are ſometimes proper, though never neceſſary ) they are defired ro be admit» 
ed zoynt Patentees with Us in the Regality,and it is not plainly expreſſed whos 
ther they mean Us ſo much as a ſingle Vote in theſe Aﬀairs : But it is phin 
they mean Us no more at moſt then a fingle Vore in them, and nomore power 
then every one of the reſt of Our Fellow-Councellours ; onely leave to Us, out 
of their reſpe& and durie, ( and that onely is left of all Onr ancient Power Jd 
Choice, whether rheſe thar are thas to be joyned with ( or rather ſet over } 
Us, ſhall be fifteen, or rwenty five, and great care is taken tharthe Oath which 
theſe Men ſhall rake, ſhall be fach, in the framing the form of which ( chough 
ſure We are not wholly unconcerned in it ) We may be wholly excluded, and 
that wholly reſetvedto be agreedupon by both Houſes of Patliamene. 

- Andto that no more Care is raken of Our fafety, thervof Our Power, 
after ſo great indignities offered ro Us, and countenanced by thoſe who were 
moſt obligedto refent them : After Our Town and Fort kept from Us ( from 
which, if it were no otherwiſe Ours then the whole Kingdom , We en no 
more lepally be kept out then our of Our whole Kingdom, which fore your 
flyes will not deny to be Treaſon) Our _—_ Our Goods ſemt away, #nd 


Our 
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Our Money ſtopt from-Us,Our Guards(in which'We have no other Intention 
then to hinder the end of theſe things from being proportionable to their be- 
ginnings) are not onely deſired to be difinifſed before fatisfaion for the injurie, 
puniſhments of the jnjurers:, and care taken for Our future Security from- the 
like ; But it is likewiſe deſired, ( and for this Law is pretended, and might as 
well have been for thereſt, which yet with ſome ingenuity are it ſeems ac- 
knowledged to be but Deſires of Grace ) that We ſhall not for the future raiſe 
any Guards or extraordinary Forces, but in caſe of aftuall Rebellion or Invaſi- 
on,which if it had been Law, and ſo obſerved in the time of Our Famous Pre- 
deceffours, few of. thoſe ViRtories which have made this Nation famous in 
other parts, could have beenlegally atchieved , nor could Our blefled Pre- 
decefſour Queen Elizabeth have fo defended Her ſelf in 88. And ifno Forces 
muſt be leavied till Rebellions and Invaſions ( which will not ſtay for the 
calling of Parliaments, and their conſent for raiſing Forces ) be atuall, they 
muſt undoubtedly ( atleaſt moſt probably ) be efteuall and prevalent. 

And as neither care is taken for Our Rights, Honour, nor ſafety as a Prince, 
ſo Our Rights as a private Perſonare endeavoured to be had from Us, it being 
asked, that it may be unlawfull and puniſhable, not onely to conc/xde, but even 
to treat of any Marriage with any Perſon for Our own Children,or to place Gover- 
nours about them, without conſent of Parliament, and in the intermiſſion of thoſe, 
without the conſent of Our good Lords of the Conncell,thatW e may not only be in 
a more deſpicable ſtate then any of Our Predeceſſours, butin a meaner and viler 
condition then the loweſt of Our Subjets, who value no liberty they have 
more, then that of the free Education and Marriage of their Children , from 
which Weare asked todebar Oar Self, and have the more reaſon to take it ill 
thatWeare ſo,becauſe for Our choice ofaGovernour for Our Son,and ofa Hu(- 
band for Our Daughter, ( in which the Proteſtant Religion was Our principall 
Conſideration ) We conceived We had reaſon to expe your preſent thanks, 
and the increaſe of your future truſts. 

:Weſiippoſe theſe Demands by this time to appear ſuch as the Demanders 
cannot be ſuppoſed to have any foch reall fear of Us as hath been long pretend- 
ed, they are too niuch in the ſtyle,not onely of equals, but of Conquerours, and 
as little to be intended for removing of Tealouſies ( for which end they are faid 
to be asked, and that is not as Marchant ask at firſt much more then they will 
take, but as moſt neceſſary - to effe it, which'( if they be ) God help this poor 
Kingdom,and thoſe who are in the hands of ſuch Perſons, (whoſe Jealouſics 
nothing elſe will remove) which indeed is ſuch a way,as if there being differen- 
ces and firits between two perſons, whereof one would have from the other ſe- 
verall parcells'of his ancient Land,he ſhould propote to him by way of Accom- 
modation,that he would quit to him all thoſe in queſtion, with thereſt of his 
Eſtate,as the moſt neceſlary and effeRuall means to:remove all thoſe ſuits and 
differences. » But we call God to witneſſe, that as for Our Subje&s ſake theſe 
Rights are veſted in Us, ſo for their ſakes,/as well as for Our own, We are re- 
ſolved npt to quit them, nor ro ſubvert ( though in a Parliamentary way) the 
ancient, equyll, happy," well-poiſed and never-enough commended Conſtituti- 
on of the Government of this Kingdom , -nor to make Qur Self of a King of 
England a Dake af Venice,and this ofa Kingdom a Republike, [ietd 
There 


veniencies and inconveniencies. The experience and wiſdom of your Ance- 
ſtors hath ſo moulded this out of a mixture of theſe, as togive to this King- 
dom (as far as humane Prudence can provide ) the convemiencies of all three, 
without the inconveniencics of any one, as long as the Balance hangs even be- 
tween the three Eſtates, and they run joyntly on in their proper Chanell ( be- 
getting Verdure and Fertility in the Meadows on both fides ) and the over- 
flowing of either on either fide raiſe no Deluge or Inundation. The ill of ab- 
ſolute Monarchy is Tyranny , The ill of Ariſtocracy is Fa&tion and Diviſion, 
The ills of Democracy are Tumults, Violence and Licenciouſneſſe. The good 
of Monarchy is the uniting a Nation under one Head, to reſiſt Invaſion trom 
abroad, and Inſurreion at home : The good of Ariſtocracy is th: Conjun&i- 
on of CounKll in the ableſt Perſons of a State for the Publike benefit: The good 
of Democracy is Liberty,and the Courage and Induſtry which Liberty begets. 
In this Kingdom the Laws are joyntly made by a King,by a Houſe of Peers, 
and by a Houſe of Commons choſen by the People, all having free Votes and 
particular Priviledges : The Government according to theſe Laws is truſted 
to the King, Power of Treaties of War and Peace, of making Peers, of chu- 
ſing Officers and Councellours for State, Judges for Law, Commanders for 
Forrs and Caſtles, giving Commilsions for raifing men to make War abroad, 
or to prevent or provide =_ Invaſions or InſurreAions at home, benefit 
of Confiſcations, power of pardoning, and ſome more of the like kinde are 
placed in the King, And this kinde of regulated Monarchy having this power 
to preſerve that Authority, without which it would be diſabled to preſerve 
the Laws in their Force, and the SubjeRs in their Liberties and Proprieties, is 
Intended to draw to him ſuch a Reſpe& and Relation from the great Ones, as 
may hinder the ills of Diviſion and Fation, and ſuch a Fear and Reverence 
from the People, as may hinder Tumults, Violence and Licenciouſnefle. Again, 
that the Prince may not make uſe of this high and perpetuall Power to the 
hurt of thoſe for whoſe good He hath it, and make of: of the name of Publike 
Neceſfsity for the gain of his private Favourites and Followers to the detri- 
ment of His People, the Houſe of Commons ( an excellent Conſerver of Li- 
berty, but never intended for any ſhare in Government,or the chuſing of them 
that ſhould Govern ) is ſolely intruſted with the firlt Propoſitions concerning 
the Leavies of Moneys ( which is the finews as well of Peace as War )and the 
impeaching of thoſe, who for their own ends, though countenanced by wp 
Surreptiriouſly gotten command of the King, have violated that Law, which 
he is bound ( 4 8 he knows it )to proteRt, and tothe proteQion of which 
they were bound to adviſe Him,atleaſt not to ſerve Him in the contrary. And 
the Lords being truſted with a Judicatorie power, are an excellent Screen and 
Bank between the Prince and people, to aſsiſt each againſt any Incroachments 
of the other, and by juſt judgements to preſerve rhat Law which ought tobe 
the Rule of every one of the three, For the better enabling them in this, be- 
yond the examples of any of Our Anceſtors, We were willingly contented to 
oblige Our Self, both to call a Parliament every three yeers, and not to diflolye 
it in fifty dayes, and for the prefent Baigene » the better to raiſe Money, and 
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avoid the preſſure ( na lefſe grievous to Us then them ) Our People muſt have 
fuffered by a longer continuance of (o vaſt a Charge as two Armies, and 
for their greater certainty of having ſufficient time to re the inconveni- 
encies ariſen ing long an abſence of Parliaments, and for the puniſhment 
of the Cauſers and Miniſters of them, We yeclded up Our Right of difſolving 
this Parliament, expe&ting an extraocdinary moderation from it in gratitude 
for ſo unexampled a Grace,and little looking that any Afatignant Party ſhould 
have been encouraged or enabled to have perſwaded them, firſt to countenance 
the Injuſticies and Indignities We have endured , and then by a new way of 
Satisfa&tion for what was taken from Ls, ro demand of V's at once to confirm 
what was ſotaken,and to give upalmoſt all the reſt, 
{d-<o-P Since therefore the Power Legally placed in both Houſes is more then ſuf- 


tw £ ficientto prevent and reſtrain the power of Tyranny , and without the power 
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=» *4( which is now asked from US \We ſhall not be able to diſcharge that Truſt, 
ﬀ which is the end of Monarchy , fince this would be a totall Subverſion uf the 
Fundamentall Laws, and that excellent Conſtitution of this Kingdom, which 
hath made this Nation ſo many yeers both Famous and happy to a great degree 
of Envie; fince tothe power of Puniſhing ( which is already in your hands 
according ts Law) if the power of Preferring be added, We {hall have nothirg 
lefe for Vs,butto laok on; ſince the incroaching ot one of theſe Ettates upon 
the power of the other is unhappy in the effe&ts both to them and all the rett 
fince this power of at moſt a joynt Government in Vs with Qur Councellors, 
( or rather Our Guardians ) will return Vs to the worſt kind: of Minority,and 
make Vs defpicable both at home and abroad, and beget eternall Faftions and 
Difſencions (as deſtruRive to publike Happineſſe as War ) both in the choſen, 
and the Hauſes that chuſe them, and the people whocbuſe the Chuſers ; ſince 
fo pew a power will undoubtedly intoxicate perſons who were not born to it, 
and beget nor onely Diviſions among them as equals, but in them contempr of 
Vs ay become an equall to them, and Infolence and Injuſtice towards Our peo- 
ple, as now fo much their inferiours , which will be the more grievous unto 
them, as from thoſe who were ſo lately of a neerer degree to them- 
ſelves, and being to have redrefſe onely from thoſe that placed them, and fear- 
ng they may be mclined to preſerve what they have made, both out of kinde- 
neffc and ; finceall great changes are extreamly inconvenient, and almoſt 
mfallibly yet greater Changes, which beget yet greater Inconveniencies- 

' Since as greatan one in the Charch muſt follow this of the Kingdom ; Since 
the ſecond Bftate would in alt probability follow rhe Fate of the firſt , and by 
fome ofthe ſame ——- — + muy! "age Jealoufies would be ſoon raiſed againſt them, 
and the like Propoſitions for reconciliation of Differences would be then 
ſent to them, as they now have joyned to ſendro Us, till (all Power being veſt- 
ed inthe Houſe of Commons, and their number them in e of 
wanſating Aﬀeirs of State with the neceſſary Secrecie and Expedition ; thoſe 
deing reliſted truſted ro ome cloſe Committee ) at laft the Common people (who in 
the mean time muſt be flattered, and to whom Licence muſt be given inall 
their wilde humors, how contrary ſoever to eſtabliſhed Law, or their own reall 
Good diſcover this H-cannm Iwperis, That all this was done by them,but nor 
for them, grow weary of Journey-work, and ſetup for themſclves, call oy 


n 

and Independcnee, Liberty ; Devour that Eſtate which had devoured the reft ; 

all Rights and Proprietics,all diſtinAtions of Families and Merit ; And 
by this means this ſplendid and excellently diſtinguiſhed Form of Government 
end ina dark equall Chaos of Confuſion ; and the long Line of Our many no- 
ble Anceſtors ina lack Cade or a Wat Tyler. 

For all theſe Reaſons toall theſe Demands, Our Anſwer is, Nolunme Leges 
Anglia wtari : Bu this We promitfe,thit We will beas carefull of preſervi 
the Laws in what is uppoſed to concern wholly Our Snbjets, as in whatm 
concerns Our Self : For indeed Weprofeſſeto beleeve, That the preſervation 
of every Law concerns Us , thoſe of ubedience being not ſecure, when thoſe 
of proteRion are violated ; And We being moſt of any injured inthe leaſt yic- 
lation of that,by which We enjoy the higheſt Rights and greateſt Benefits, and 
are therefore obligedto defend no lefſe by Our intereſt then by Our duty , and 
hope that no Jealouſies to the contrary thall be any longer nouriſhedin any of 
Our good People, by the ſubtill inſinuations, and ſecret pratices of men, who 
for private ends are difaff:ed to Our Honour and Safety , and the Peace and 
gow, of Our Peo. le. And to ſhew you, that no juſt indignation at fo 
reproachfull offers ſhall make Us refuſe togrant what is probable toccnduce to 
the good of Our good People, becauſe of the ill company it comesin, We 
will ſearch carefully in this hzap of unreaſonable Demands, for ſo much as We 
may (complying with Our Conſcience, and the dutie of Our Truſt ) aſſent 
nnto, and ſhall acc rdingly agree to it. 

In purſiance of which Search, in the 4* Propoſition, undzr a Demand 
which would take from Us that truſt which God, Nature, and the Laws of the 
Land have placed in Us, and of which none of you could endure to be depri- 
ved, We finde ſomething to which We give this Anſwer, Thar We have com- 
mitted the principall places about Our Children to perſons of Quality, Inte«- 
grity and Pietie, with {peciall regard thattheir render yeers might be {0 ſeaſon- 
ed wich the Principles of the true Proteſtant Religion, as (by the bleſſing of 
God upon this Our care ) this whole Kingdom may in due time reap the fruit 
thereof: Andas We have been likewiſe very carefull in the choice of Ser- 
vants about them, thatnone of them may be ſach, asby ill Principles , or by ill 
Examples to croffe Our endeavours for their Pious and Vertuous Edacation, ſo 
if there ſhall be found ( for all Our care to preventirt ) any perſon about Our 
Children ( or about Vs, which is more then you ask ) againſt whom borh Hou 

fer (hall make appear to Vs ws exception , We. ſhall not onely remore 
them, but thank you for the In ation ; Onely We ſhall expe&t, that you 
thall be likewiſe carefull that there be no under-hand dealing by any. to feek 
fanlrs ro make room for others to ſucceed intheir places. 

For the 5* Demand, as We will nor ſuffer any to ſhare with Vs in Oitr 
power of Treaties, which ate moſt improper for Parliaments , and leſt in thoſe 
Treaties in which We are neerlieft concerned , not on?ly as a King , bat as a 
Father, yer We do (ſach is Our defire to giveall reafonadle fatisfaRtion) affare 
yott by the word of a King, that We ſhall never propoſe or entertain any Trea-- 
ty whatſoever for the marriage of any of Our Children , without due regard 
to the tne Proteſtant Profeſston, the good of Our Kingdoms, and the Hononr 
of Our Family. 

Fox the Pemand, concerning the Laws - fircengainft ———_— | 
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Popiſo Reeuſants, We hayeby many of Our Meſſages ro you, by Our volunta- 

y promiſe to you, ſo ſolemnly made never to pardon any Popilt Prieſt, by Our 
tric Prodamations lately publiſhed in this poznt,and by the publike Examples 
which We have made in that caſe fince Our Reſidence at York , and before at 
London ſufficiently expreſſed Our zeal herein, Why do you then ask that in 
which Our own Inclination hath prevented you ? And if you can yet finde any 
more «feQuall Courſe to diſable bem from —_—— State or eluding the 
Law by truſts or otherwiſe, We ſhall willingly give Our Conſent to it, 

For the 5 concerning the Votes of Pops Lords,We underſtand that they in 
diſcretion have withdrawn themſelyes from the ſervice of the Houſe of Peers, 
(and had done ſo when uſe was publiquely made of their names to aſperſethe 
Votes of that houſe, which was then counted as Malignant as thoſe ( whoare 
called Our wnknown and unſworn Connſellours) are now) neither do We con- 
ceive that ſuch a poſitive Law againſt the Votesof any whoſe blood ' gives 
them that right, is ſo proper in regard of the Priviledge of Parliament, but are 
content, that ſo long as they ſhall not be conformable to the DoAtrine and Difſe 
cipline of the Church of Exeland,they ſhall not be admitted to fit in the Houſe 
of Peers, but onely to give their Proxies to ſuch Proteſtant Lords as they ſhall 
chuſe, who are to diſpoſe of them as they themſelves ſhall think fit, witho.t 
any Reference at all to the Giver. 

. Astothe deſires for « Bil! for the Education of the Children of Papiſts by Pro- 
teſtants in the Proteſtant ProfeſFon, many about Ls can witnefle with Vs, Thar 
We have often delivered Our Opinion, that ſuch a Courſe ( with Gods ble{- 
ſing yponit ) would be the moſt effeRuall for the rooting out of Popery our 
of this Kingdom ; We ſhall therefore thank you for it, and encourage you in 
it,and, when it comes unto Vs, do Our Dutie ; And we heartily wiſh, for the 

blike good,that the time you have ſpent in making Ordinances without Vs, 

nad been imployed in preparing this and other good Bills for Vs, 

For the 8”, touching The Reformation to be made of the Church Government 
and Litzrgie , We had hoped, that what We had formerly declared concern- 
ing the ſame, had been ſo ſufficiently underſtood by you and all good SubjeRs, 
that We ſhould not need to have expreſſed Our Selt further in it, We told 1 ou 
in Our Anſwers to your Pctition preſented to Vs at Hampton-Court the firſt of 
December, That for any illegall Innovations which may have crept in, We ſhould 
willingly concur in the removall of them;That if Onr Parliament ſhould adviſe Vs 
ro call a Nationall Synode which may duely examine ſuch Ceremonies as give juſt 

ranſe of Offence to any,We ſhould take it into Conſideration, and apply Our Self to 
give dne [atisfaftion therein ; That We were perſwaded in Our Conſcience, that no 
church could be found nponthe Earth, that profeſſeth the true Religion with more 
prrity of Doftrine,then the church of England doth,nor where the Government and 

Diſcipline are joyntly more beantified, and free from Superſtition, then as they are 

here eſtablifbed by Law ; which ( by the grace of God We will with Conſtan- 

cie maintain ( while We live ) in their Purity and Glory,\not onely againſt all 

Invaſions of Popery, but alſo from the Irreverence of thoſe wany Schiſ. 

waricks and Separatiſts, wherewith of late this Kingdom and Our City of 

London abounds, to the great diſhonour and hazard both: of Church and 

State , For the ſuppreilion of whom We required your timely and aQiye 
aſſiſtance, We told you in Our firſt declaration, printed by the adyiceof Our 
Privie 
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Privie Councell,7 hat ſor <fferencs et ſelves for matters indifferent is 
their own nature concerning Religion, We ſhould in tenderneſſe to any number of 
Our loving Subjetts very willingly comply with the advice of Ony Parliament,that 
ſome Law might be made for the exemption of tender conſtiences from puniſhment 
or proſecution for ſuch Ceremonies,and in ſuch caſes,which by the judgement of moſt 
men are held to be matters indifferent and of ſome to be abſolutely unlawful; Pro- 
vided,that this eaſe ſhould be attempted and purſued with that modeſtie, temper avd 
ſunbmiſſion,that in the mean time the Peace & quiet of the Kingdom be not diſturbed, 
the Decencie C& comelineſſe of Gods Service mar AR, nor the Pious, Sober, 
Devont attions of thoſe reverend Perſons, ho were the firſt labourers in the bleſſed 
Reformation,or of that time,be ſcandaled and defamed, And We heartily wiſh,that 
others whom it concerned, had been as ready(as their dutie bound them,though 
they had not received it from Us ) to havepurſued this caution, as We were 
and ſtill are willing & ready to make good every particular of that Promiſe. Nor 

did We only appear willing to joyn inſo good a W ork; when it ſhould be 

brought Us,burt preſt8&urged you to it by Our Meſſage of the 14. of Feb.in theſe 

words, And becauſe His Majeſtie obſerves great and different troubles to ariſe in 

the hearts of His People,concerning the Governmentuand Liturgie of the Church, 

His Majeſtie is willing to declare, That He will refer the whole conſideration to 

the wiſdom of His Parliament which He deſires them to enter into ſpeedily, that 

the preſent diſtrattions about the ſame may be compoſed : but deſires not to be 

preſſed to any ſingle Att on His part till the whole be ſo digeſted and ſetled by both 

Homuſes,that His Majeſtie may cleerly ſee what # fit to be left, as well as what ts fit 

to be taken away : Of which We the more hoped of a geod ſicceſle to the ge- 

nerall fatisfaRion of Our People, becauſe you ſeem in this Propoſition to deſire 

but 4 Reformation, and not ( as is daily preached for, as neceſſary, in thoſe many 

Conventicles which have within theſe nineteen moneths begun to-ſwarm;and 

which,though their Leaders differ from you in this opinion,yet appear to many 

as countenanced by you, by not being puniſhedby you ( few elle , by reaſon of 
the Order of the Houſe of Commons of the g® of September,daringtodo it ) 

adeſtru&ion of the preſent Diſcipline and Liturgie. And We ſhall moſt cheer- 

fully give Onr beſt aſſiſtance for raijorg a ſufficient maintenance for preaching AMi« 

niſters, in ſuch courſe as ſhall be moſt for the encouragement and advancement 

of Piety and Learning. 

For the Bills you mention,and the Conſultation you intimate, knowing no- 
thing of the particular matters of the one(though We like the Titles well ) nog 
of the manner of the other, but from an Informer ( towhom We give little 
credit, and We wiſh noman did more)Common fame, We can ſay nothing cill 
We ſeethem. 

For the 11 We would not haye the Oath of a/{Privie Conncellors and Tudges 
ftraitned to particular Statutes of one or two particular Parliaments,but extend 
to all Statutes of all Parliaments,ard the whole Law'ofthe 1 and, and ſhall wil- 
lingly conſent that ay enquirie of all the breaches anid violations of the Law ”y 
be given in charge by the Tuſtices of the Kings Bench every Terme, and by the 
Indges of Aſſixe in their Circuits ,/ and Tnſtices of Peace at the Seſſions, to.bepre= 
ſented and puniſvedaccording to Lav.

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the Match of Our Daughter ) for the deſence and maintenance of Protefient Re

Natiens, were they joyncd ; And that for Conſiderations of Conſcience , far |
